ver*a, wlthf qua! accuracy, but remain* 
quiet io settled weather. 


In wlnt >r a current of air Is drawn in 


before a change of weather. Just as forci- 
bly as it blows out In hot weatber. This 
current will freeze the water 1*3 feet
